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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on 
applications filed in Germany on 06/23/2000 and 02/02/2001. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the 100 30 960.7 and 101 04 644.8 
applications as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

2. The corrected or substitute drawings were received on 01/09/2003. These 
drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 1 1-15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Michalke. 

Michalke (DE 299 16 732 U1) discloses a mirror with a non-reflective portion (5) 
provided within its reflective surface (4) as an information provider (6), wherein a portion 
of the mirror surface is transparent for seeing therethrough (translation: page 4, line 16) 
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and is backed by a display (2'), wherein the display (2') is provided with a colored image 
representation (translation: page 2, claim 1, lines 3-4). The mirror surface (1) is part of a 
mirror insert (2), which is associated with a frame (3) forming a mirror interior (2), 
wherein a frame (3) delimits the mirror interior (2) and which is connected to the mirror 
surface (1), and the display (2') is secured to said frame (3). The display (2') is provided 
with an interchangeable item of information (translation: page 5, lines 2-4). Two 
dimensional portion of the mirror surface (1 ) is transparent for seeing therethrough and 
is backed by a display (2'), whereby the display (2') is connected to an input device (10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2, 4-10 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Michalke in view of Griencewic. 

Michalke (DE 299 16 732 U1) teaches the salient features of the present 
invention, except a flat image display providing a moving image (e.g. hologram) 
employing plasma technology, wherein a loudspeaker is connected to an input device, 
having a radio module for the image data and an integrated remote operating means for 
volume control, in particular infer-red operating means. However, Michalke discloses a 
device (10) that controls the advertisement or information pattern and a display (2'). 
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Griencewic (US Patent Number 6,320,591 B1) discloses a flat image display 
providing a moving image (e.g. hologram; column 7, lines 36-41 ) employing plasma 
technology (column 6, lines 56-60), wherein a loudspeaker (column 7, line 10) is 
connected to an input device (616), having a radio module for the image data (column 
7, lines 1 -2) and an integrated remote operating means, in particular infrared operating 
means (column 7, line 5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to utilize the flat image display disclosed by Griencewic in 
substitution of the device and the display disclosed by Michalke's invention, for the 
purpose of having easy access to the information that the user wants to display (column 
3, lines 2-10). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
